It hap.however, been twceriaini-'d that by 
tlie adoption 01 the hfisic process, now 
extensively used in Kndnml, the irons 
from most uf the Soul hern coke furnaces 
can be made to yield excellent steel. The 
introduction of the basic process is now 
in progress at the Hoiitb and prospect? 
for a large production of good steel in 
the near future are cheering. Jn addi- 
tion to this there are other mines more 
recently opened that are beginning to 
furnish fir?t-class steel ores. 


The prices of iron and steel have ad- 


vanced in Europe to a greater extent 
than iu this country, and consequently, 
except in tilling back orders, there is at 
present little or no market here for the 
foreign 
production. 
Americans now 


have almost exclusive possession, of the 
American market. This state of things 
ia likely to continue KO long as hi^h 
prices arc kept up in Europe; but when 
a decline takes place, and English iron- 
makers are willing to sell without proQt, 
and their steamers return to the old 
practice bringing over pig iron without 
charge as ballast, and rails for a tritle 
above nothing, it is possible they may 
work into the market again to a small 
extent. 


The great- progress which has been 


made in this country in mine develop- 
ment and in the manufacture of steel 
and iron will be evident when we con- 
aider that it i? but little more than 
twenty years since the manufacture ol 
steel rails was begun in this country. In 
1SU7 our production of steel rails 


tons, or doable the quantity made in 
England. As to pig iron, we are now 
producing in the aegregate about eight 
million? of tons a year, all of which we 
consume, and England produces about 
the same, oi which ?he export? much, 
in eteel production Hie United State-? is 
ahead of Great JJritain, our production 
being about three aud a half millions of 
tons per annum against three- and a 
quarter millions fur England. As for 
iron, our product is also much larger 
than that of the royal kingdom, ours be- 
ing about two and a half millious of tons 
against one million eight hundred thous- 
and tons English production. 


The aclvauced prices lor iron and steel 


are having a bad effect upon the British 
shipbuilders, and unless u lowering soon 
cornea, many of them will suffer loss on 
existing contracts. 


NO ASSISTANCE AS ICED. 


Senator Blair will no doubt introduce 


his educational bill in Congress again 
LhiB winter, eays the New York Star. It 
has been defeated in the past because it 
established a dangerous precedent, and i 
encouraged a spirit of dependency 
:he Government by the states that was 
unwise and likely to produce very un- 
brtunate results. It should not be al- 
owed to become a law now, because if 
thereover was a time when the South- 
ern states needed such assistance to edu- 
cate their illiterate children and citizens, 
t has long since pa?sed.

EXTRAVAGANT OFFICIALS. 


Perhaps it is not inappropriate at this 


time to coll the attention of taxpayers 
to the beauties of boss rule. We pre- 
sume that every intelligent person real- 
izes that our taxes are largely in excess 
of what they ought to be, and that those 
just paid are much higher than they 
were a year ago. Bad ne the case now 
is, it is likely to grow worse in this 
county unless the private citizen throws 
off the party yoke, which now makes 
him the slave of ihe IJOFS, and asserts 
hia independence at the polls. 
Last 


winter we sent a class of men to the 
Legislature who were, as a rule, iucom- 
petent to attend to their own business, 
yet they served the purposes of the boss 
better perhaps than if they had been 
statesmen of the first order. Sun Fran- 
cisco the home of the boss, sent the 
greater portion of the black sheep, but 
their number was largely increased from 
the interior. But in reflecting over this 
matter Fresno count}' taxpayers must 
not forget to place the credit where it be- 
longs. 
The Legislature is not justly 


chargeable with the entire increase in 
taxation in this county. To our Board 
of Supervisors a portion of it belongs, 
and it. is only justice to the individual 
members that the Board be, given all 
credit that is now due or may hereafter 
become due.

Congress is doubtless more willing tha 


heretofore to provide for tho defense i 
tho coast. The continued agitation i 
the subject for a decade has had il 
effect. It took years to ronse Congrep 
to the importance of building a navy, br 
both houses are now willing to mak 
appropriations for ships as fast as th 
money can bu used. The \rurk of gettii 
fortifications has been more difficult, an 
it ia doubtful if even now u complet 
echeme of defense will receive any cor 
sideration. If a beginning of fortificatio 
ia made, however, the work should b 
thorough. There will be no half wa 
measure about the attempt to batter th 
foils and guns to pieces if we get into 
war with a first-class power. At presei 
the seaboard cities are at tlie mercy < 
foreign fleets, and even the new navy, o 
which we are so proud, could he cap 
tared and turned against us for thp wan 
of having defended ports into which th 
ships might, retire in the face of over 
whelming force. 


SHOULD Congress adopt the report o 


the Xav$l Board which was appointed ti 
formulate plans for building a now navy 
the "United States will become a nava 
power of considerable magnitude at th 
end of half a dozen years. The Boar* 
recommends twenty-two different size 
anrl styles of vessels, and favors the 
building of from three to fifteen vessels:

about 130, and ihe estimated cost $280, 
000,000. Ten of these vessels are to he 
first-class battle ships of 10,000 tons dia 
placement each, armed with 100-ton 
rifled guns, capable of Bending a stee 
holt through thirty inches of steel plat 
ing. Twenty will be of 7000 and SOQO 
tons displacement, five of fiOOO tons, am 
ten rams of S500 tons, all heavily armor

There will also bo twenty four 


armored cruisers of from -JOOO to 7fiOO 
tons each, to -have a speed of from 19 
to '22 knota an hour, and all pro- 
vided with thfi latest and most cffecttvi 
weapons, including torpedoes and dyna- 
mite guns. The Secretary oi the Navy 
asks Congress to provide means for the 
Immediate construction of eight of the 
heaviest battle ships, and fifteen sea- 
going torpedo vessels. Citizens of every 
section of the Union will watch the 
action of Congress with interest.

ii good treea, some of which are called 


Smyrnas and some Adriatic. They pro- 
duce excellent (igs, which, when properly 
irepared and packed, compare favorably 
with tho best Smyrna figs. It is gener- 
ally understood in this state that fig 
trees should begin to hear iu their sec- 
ond year and should yield a full crop in 
their fourth, lint in Smyrna the best 
trees which produce the fig of commerce, 
slo not bear a full crop till they are eight 
or ten years old. We are so impatient a 
people that mauy fig growers may have 
chafed at BO long a delay and have cut 
down excellent trees. 


In figs, as in every kind uf fruit, we 


must, if we want to succeed, produce 
the best, and nothing but the best—the 
second beat ia not worth growing at'all. 
There are7 grocers at the East who deal 
in imported figs. Some of them exhibit 
in their sampleroomsdrumsof beautiful, 
clear, luscious-looking Smyrna fruit, 
and, beside them, bags of Email, blank 
figs, labeled—"Here's your California 
article!" 
That is considered fair, for 


everyone looks out for himself; but it 
will be our fault in a few years from now 
if we do not beat tho Turks iu ligs, as we 
arc beating the Spanairds in raisiuK and 
and the French in prunes. We have the 
soil and the climate to do it; nil we want 
is the requisite knowledge of the in- 
dustry. 


Dried figs would 1* even a larger 


source of income than raisins. 
The 


United States import, one year within 
another, 10,000,000 pounds of dried tigs 
annually from Europe. There is a con- 
stantly increasing demand ior the fruit. 
Its medicinal properties, which were 
known to the old practitioners, are now 
better realized than they used to be. 
Periodical use of the dried fig, cither in 
the shape of it pudding ora dessert fruit 
in a preservation against many annoying 
maladies. 
When California is able to 


ship 4000 or 5000 tens of dried figs each 
winter to the East the consumption will 
probably be larger than it is.

The Coroner's jury reassembled yester- 
day morning and after hearing the testi- 
mony of the physicians, returned a ver- 
dict to the efler.t that the deceased was a 
a alive of Paris, France, aged about 39 
pears, and that she cauie to her death 
by an overdose of muriatic acid, admin- 
istered by parties unknown to this jury. 
The verdict continues: 


•'We further find, that one Charles 


Borgal ia guilty of a criminal assault on 
the body of deceased by kicking her in 
the abdomen and stomach, and other- 
wise kicking or beating her before death. 
And we recommend that criminal pro- 
ceedings be brought against Charles Bor- 
gal."The following are the jurors: P. B.

under the control of the district, thus 
securing all agriculturists a guarantee of 
cheap water for all time. 


There will be another and a great ad- 


vantage to he derived from the forma- 
tion of the district, and that will be 
thu necessarily forced breaking up uf 
large uncultivated tracts of lands into 
smaller parcels, and these small tracts 
will be planted and improved, adding 
vastly to the material wealth o£ the 
county. 


TOE TAXES. 


All lands susceptible of irrigation will 


be taxed for the purpose of purchasing 
the condemned canals, and all riparian 
diaputesjwill be forever settlcd|bv Boards 
of Arbitration, who will assess the 
proper damages to be allowed to the 
owners of those rights. 


The district will embrace the large 


tracts of Dr. E. B. I'errin, Robert Per- 
rin, and of thu Bank of California, and 
of other large land owners who have 
reaped the benefit ot the enhanced 
values, caused by the toil and energy of 
the small ownera in their vicinity, who 
'have improved their small tracts. 


The principal argument urged against

The Su 
pervisora take issue with him on this 
point and allege that he must look to tht 
city for his pay in misdemeanor cases 
and the Board has for several months de 
dined to receive fines .ind forfeitures col 
lecterj in his Court from that class of of- 
fenders.
